(lAHRC) AND REQUESTED GOC SUPPORT POR HIS ELECTION. IN FOLLOW UP 
CONVERSATIONS ON APRIL 2 AND APRIL 5, ALVARO BONILLA, ACTING HEAD 
OP PONOFP OPFICE OP INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND CONPERENCES, 
TOLD POL COUNSELOR THAT MR. FARER WAS AN EXCELLENT NOMINEE AND 
THAT THE GOC WOULD BE PLEASED TO SUPPORT HIS CANDIDACY IN RETURN
